July 17.—General Clprla- 
ao Castro, former president of Veue 
lucia, and his wife, who arrived from 
Fort of Spain, Trinidad, on the steam 
sLip Vauban, were ordered deported 
from the United States by a special 
board of inquiry at the Ellis Island 
immigration station. 
The bealing, which lasted fifty min­ 
utes, wa* private. The charge against 
General Castro was said to involve 
moral turpitude. 
The order aa ap 
plied to Mrs. Castro wa* characterized 
aa technical. 
General and Mrs. Castro, who had 
been permitted to spend the night on 
board the Vauban, are detained at 
Billa Island. 
After 
similar 
action 
wa* 
taken 
against Geueial Castro on his former 
visit to this country three years ago, 
and after an appeal to the department 
of labor was denied, be sued out a 
writ of habeas corpus in a federal 
court. 
The* writ being granted, the 
former president 
of 
Venezuela was 
permitted to land, after he furnished 
a bond, pending an appeal by the gov 
eminent. 
General Castro voluntarily 
left the country before the appeal was 
heard. 
Commissioner of Immigration Fred- 
ericc C. Howe placed his personal 
quarters at Ellis Island at the disposal 
of the Cast roe 
Commenting on the action of the 
special board of inquiry, Castro said; 
“It is so strange, so strange, 
I do 
not understand the procedure. 
I feel 
that the precedent set upon my last 
visit here will apply and I will be 
released."

river, ale last widening tile breach 
which they have torn in tile third slid 
last system of German defence* four 
miles cast of the battle line as it was 
only two days ago. 
British reinforcements were rushed 
through this gap in the German lines, 
cavalry particularly being sent to the 
front and being used freely in the 
fighting for the Hist time since 1914 
With the opening of this breach tho 
British have driven the Germans out 
into the open 
fields 
and 
cavalry 
charges marked by fierce fighting aud 
heavy losses tor the Get mans are be 
ing made frequently. 
AU German attempts to check the 
steady advance of the British have 
tailed. 
Counter attacks delivered ie- 
suited only in Increasing 
the 
heavy 
losses of the Germans. 
The British 
are developing 
their 
flank 
attack 
against the salient reaching into their 
lines south of the Ancle river aud 
have plated the Germans under such 
heavy pressure that, lf the British a i- 
vanc e is maintained, the German line 
lo the north of the allied wedge must 
soon be abandoned. 
l atest despatches report that the 
fighting at all points of the line has 
been continuous and of a most deter­ 
mined 
nature. 
The 
British, having 
beaten back all counter atta* bs, ate 
pushing forward toward the village of 
Fozierea, commanding the gieat high­ 
way I ruin Albert to Bapaume. 
Tueii 
advance on tills Hue bas carried them 
to the outskirts of the village. 
The position is held strongly by the 
Germans and a furious little is de­ 
veloping with the British attacking on 
three sides. Two fortified wooded po­ 
sitions along the fighting line have 
bee ii added to the territory captured 
by the British. 
It was half past seven o’clock. In the 
evening when the cavalry reached the 
advanced 
British 
position*. 
They 
rode north trom the 
cover 
of 
the 
woods with the open fields before 
them and with an enemy within strlk 
lug distance for the first time in 
months. 
Over across the bields, several hun­ 
dred yards away, the Germans were 
at work, and their infantry was mas* 
ed strongly to protect the new line 
Behind the cavalry were the demolish 
ed second and third lines of German 
fortifications and 
before

the 
holds were cut here and there with 
great shell holes caused by the Brit 
Ish artillery. 
Defoie Hie astonished soldier# of 
either side knew what was happening 
the two squadrons were off at a gallop 
across the fields, skillfully dodging 
past the great holes where the shells 
had exploded.

Hie Germans riding them down and 
fighting in s cavalry charge such as 
the war on the western front had not

English boy imagines that the Urn- 
slang played hardly any part; tho unit 
nary German boy Imagines tbut Wa) 
lingtou was practically defeated when 
the day w as retrieved by Blucher** gal 
Un try. 
lf the fuels wert* taught a*' 
»ural**ly in 
both countries national 
pride would not be fostered to the 
same extent, neither nation would fee! 
so certalu of victory in the event of 
war and the willingness to tight would 
be diminished. 
It is this result which has to be pre 
vented. 
Every state wishes to foster 
national pride and Is conscious that 
this caiiuot be done by unbiased his 
tory. 
The defenseless children are taught 
by distortions and suppressions und 
suggestions. 
The false Ideas aa to th* 
history of the world which are taught 
In tho various countries are of u kind 
which fosters strife and serves to keep 
alive a bigoted nationalism.
